Mr. Johnstone, a visiting 
lecturer who was previously at London's Royal Court 
Theatre, will speak on topics related to the 
production on December 4 at 12:30 p.m. and Decem¬ 
ber 5 at 4:30 p.m. Both lectures will be given 
in MAC 144. 

The department of classics and the school of fine 
arts jointly announce a public lecture at 12:30 p.m. 
on Friday, December 6, by Dr. Francesco Roncalli, 
director of the Museo Gregoriano Etrusco of the 
Vatican Museums. Dr. Roncalli, one of the world's 
leading authorities on Roman and Etruscan art, is 
now on a speaking tour across Canada. The illus¬ 
trated lecture here, to be given in ELL 167, is 
entitled "The Vatican Museums: Five Centuries of 
Dialogue between Past and Present."

Dr. Barss went from there to 
Cleveland, where he presented a research paper to 
a meeting of the Acoustical Society of America. 

DR. J. BEATTIE MacLEAN (Germanic languages and 
literature), western representative on the executive 
of the Canadian Association of University Teachers 
of German, attended an executive meeting in mid- 
November at the University of Western Ontario, 
London. Approval was given to the association's 
brief on German instruction in Canadian secondary 
schools. The brief, prepared by a committee that 
has been working under Dr. MacLean's chairmanship 
for the past two years, will be presented in 
December to all provincial departments of education. 

The Very Beginning , a print by PROFESSOR DONALD 
HARVEY (art and art history), is included in the 
first British International Print Biennial now on 
display in Bradford, England. Another work was 
bought recently by the Canada Council. 

A collection of papers under the title of British 
Columbia and Confederation , prepared by the history 
department as a centennial project, has won a 
certificate of commendation from the American 
Association for State and Local History. The book 
was printed by the Morriss Printing Company of 
Victoria, and edited by DR. W. G. SHELTON.
